THE O-BON FESTIVAL

music. A word of explanation concerning the signifi- 
cance of the affair may not bo exactly inappropriate 
at this time, 

The origin d@& the O-bon goes back about soveral cen- 
turies and was started as a Memorial day for tho dead, 
Roligious worship and a harvest festival were combined 
to honor the dead. 

Usually a large bonfire was built to attract the 
spirits from the Land Beyond;then, a presentation of 
agricultural crops were ceremoniously made to the de- 
ceased. The folk-dancing that followed was a part of 
the means to comfort the departed, 

Tonight and tomorrow night's affair may be the last 
O-bon for many @ thè people hero and will be, for most 
of us, the last festival that wewill celebrato togeth- 
er. A large number will rolocato to the Midwest and 
the East, 8-10% will transfor to the segregation cen- 
ter; and others may pass over the Gread Divide. 

So tonight, as tho lilting harvest music echoes 
through the center marking timc for the swinging steps 
and expressive gestures of the numorous dancors, tho 
departod souls in the ether world may come to witness 
the affair; but, in roality, it will boa festiwl 
that we shall carry in our momorioes into tho future so 
wo mey again relive our rolocation centor days. 


LIBERAL ‘CALIFORNIAN “ 


Supporting the program of the Pacific Coast Comit- 
tee on American Principles and Fair Play and encourag~ 
ing active participation of the students in the movo- 
ment, the University of California's Daily Californian 
presented two editorials in its recent issues. 

The Californian” expressed concerned over the wide- 
spread agitation agaiast the Japanese in this country, 
both citizens and alions alike., It citod evidenco of 
such movément as follows: 

"We have on our desk at this moment a pamphlet en 
titled "Slap the Jap" put ont by an organization known 
as "The Home Front Commandos." The frontipiece bears 
the legend, "No Jap is now fit to associate with human 
beings." It contains this plea: 

‘Join now and keep the Jap rats out of your hair.' 

‘One-half million* Japs in California-do you went 
them in your hair?' 

‘Unless something is done ‘the ‘Long Hairs’ will 
put them back on.your farm lands, as your neighbors, 
as your business competitors!" 

The editorials give further cases, showing ths mount- 
ing tide of frrational feeling against people of the 
Japanese race, and charges that “it has been deliber- 
ately fomented for sconomic reasons.” 

Stating that this problem must be met by citizens 
of rativnal mentality such as college students, the 
articles ask that they combat the situation which is 
becoming an actual mentce to the nation, by aiding the 
Fair Play committee. 

The University of California has had as many as 500 
Japanese-American students before the outbreak of kos- 
tilities in December. Always liberal in its policy, 
the Daily Californian is still functioning along the 
lines that allow. democratic expressions of thought. 

Editorial note; TAere were never more than a 100,000 
people of Japanese descent in Californias Tho number, 
residing in that particular state prior to evacuation 
was roughly 94,000,

Tenty committees may find 
their newest try for sen- 
sationalism boome ranging 
back at thom. It is too 
bad that the people of 
California allow their po-~ 
liticians to waste publio 
funds and valuable time on 
amateurish gspy-hunt ing. 
Thoy are slapping the FBI 
in the face by showing lack 
of confidence in theo De- 
partment of Justice. 

Nativo Son's proposed 
amendment would be imm- 
terial to the Japanese, 
since the propagation age 
ef the aliens has passed, 
The proposal, however, may 
be undemocratic to a basic 
American principle.
